Perhaps ha owned his home and the real estate records of Revere will show 
to whom his home passed when he died. f ihat might give a clue as to who 
his children were, etc. 

The first thing I would look for, if I were you, would be his 
Will or the administration of his estate in the appropriate court. That 
administration will show his family and perhaps give us a further lead 
to find his family. 

All you have to do is tc find something interesting and you 
will be completely hooked.
